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Washington, March 15.—(#)—The 
destructive trek of the pink boll worm 
of cotton across four continents to 
its present attack on the Texas cot- 
ton crops was described today in the 
house by Representative Buchanan, | 
democrat, Texas. 

The pink boll worm was first dis- 
covered in 1842 in India, he said, and 
then it appeared in 1911 in Egypt. 


Then it migrated to South America, he 
added, and thence to the Hawaiian 
islands. 

“It first entered this country in 
Arizona and New Mexico and is now 
devastating Texas,” he declared. “If 
the boll worm is not eradicated it 
is good-bye to agriculture and the cot- 
ton belt in this country. If this coun- 
tray eradicates it, it will be the only 
country that has done it.” 

“*Unless drastic and effective con- 
trol is effected within the next few 
years, the infestation will spread to 
the eastward, the center of the cot- 
ton-producing area of the country.”

“My cousin living in the country 
wrote me yesterday that her boy has 
a cataract on his eye. They took 
him to a ‘specialist’ in a nearby town 
and he said he didn’t know what the 
trouble was and to get another doc- 
tor. That may prove he is honest, 
or that it really is something serious, 
I suppose. There is a*doctor living 
in the woods near them who claims 
he can cure anything by putting oil 
on the body and giving the patient a 
sweat bath for 48 hours, which makes 
him break out in sores, and this is 
done every ten days. She has let her 
boy have three such treatments, but 
says she can see no difference in his 
eye. She is a college graduate, too 
—how can she fall for such things? 
The cost is $35 per treatment. 

“The boy is 16 years old, is six 
feet one inch taf; thin as a rait, been 
under the doetor’s care since birth 
for heart trouble, and truly am 
worried over weakening him with 
freak sweat baths; she says he gets 
no sleep for two days or nights after 
each treatment; and the sores drive 
him almost crazy. Does a boy of that 
age have cataracts? - Should I get the 
doctor’s name and ‘Enquire at our 
state registration board, regarding 
him? MRS, N.”

I certainly would advise you, if it 
is possible, to have the boy taken to 
some place where there are real eye 
specialists and eye hospitals, Mrs. 

His general condition must be 
treated as well as his cataract. 

From what you write, I think that 
the “doctor” who is giving those 
sweating treatments is a quack, and 
if I were you I would have him in- 
vestigated. It is serious for a pa- 
tient with heart trouble.to take pro- 
longed sweating baths. And certain- 
ly a sweating bath of two days’ dura- 
tion which results in sores breaking 
out on the body is a violent and illog- 
ical treatment even for one with a 
normal heart. 

Yes, children sometimes do have 
cataract, either from other diseases 
such as diabetes, or they are born 
with it. 

I wish I might be of more help to 
you, Mrs. N.

| football. 


One camp takes the ground that any lengthy spring practice 


places entirely too much emphasis on the game that’ practically rules fall 


sport from October to December. 


They figure that football gets enough play in the fall and should ‘be 
allowed to rest while track, crew and baseball have their day and time. 

The other camp says that spring practice is one sport that gets 
almost. no publicity, attracts no atténtion, keeps the student at college 
in place of intercollegiate trips, has no ballyhoo attached, and is there- 
fore the most admirable of all training devices. 

This camp points to the fact that oarsmen start training in the fall 
for hoat races to be held in May and June, much after the same fashion. 


Knute Rockne has usually put on 
the most. extensive spring practice, 
and this has been a big factor in the 
development of his teams, Long scrii- 
mage practice in the spring gives 
Knute the chance to stop fall ser'n- 
maging around the middle of October. 

Spring practice can be turned tito 
extremely useful work if carred 
through in the right way. And there 
seems to be no more reason why a 
football team shouldn't practice in the 
spring than a crew shouldn't train 
in the fall.

PROBE IS URGED 
BY CONGRESSMAN 


Washington, March 15.—(P)— 
Claiming that the Atlanta and Leaven- 
worth federal penitentiaries are “near- 
ly°100 per cent over-crowded,” Repre- 
sentative Boyland, democrat, New 
York, today urged before the house 
rules committee approval of his resolu- 
tion to provide for an investigation of 
federal, state and other prisons by 
a special house committee. 

He said that sanitary and housing 
eonditions in the prisons were in a 
“deplorable state.” 


The Atlanta prison was. construct- 
ed to house 1,840. prisoners, but now 
has a population of more than 3,200. 
More than 200 are sleeping in hall- 
ways because of the crowded condi- 
tion, and another carload from Cleve- 
land is expected to arrive today. 

A basket factory recently was in- 
stalled at. the institution to make the 
baskets used in th postoffice depart- 
ment, and this took the space formerly 
allocated as sleeping quarters for about 
250 men, it was learned, thus mak- 
ing housing conditions at the prison 
even mofe acute.

New Northland 
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There is still some anxiety with re- 
gard to the labor situation. spin; 
ning and manufacturing emplo j 
their latest proposal have again sug- 
gested the formation of a joint com- 
mittee composed of twelve. representa- 
tives from the operatives’ and twelve 
representing the employers.. The trade 
union leaders, however, agitate for a 
statutory committee appointed by the 
government. This suggestion, however, 
is opposed by the employers. In the 
meantime, the trade union leaders are 
considering the proposed terms of ref- 
erence of the suggested local co. init- 
tee, and their reply will be given to 
the employers at a further joint con- 
ference to be held in Manchester on 
Monday next. Two main points in the 
terms of reference will be the discus- 
sions on wages, hours and trade union 
restrictions. So far as imperial or 
local taxation, fjnishing charges, ship- 
ping freights, and costs of distribu- 
tion are concerned, the proposed com- 
mittee cannot expect any relief. 

Although the movement is not rapid, 
a number of manufacturers have dur- 
ing the past week strengthened their 
position. The demand in piece goods 
has to some extent broadened, with 
the result that quite a number of pro- 
ducers are now better engaged than 
at any time since the beginning of 
the year. 

Production Increases. 

Sellers, therefore, are presenting a 
firmer front to customers, and there 
has been decidedly less disposition to 
accept low rates. Production in the 
weaving centers is tending to increase 


and although this movement is hardly 


perceptible in Blackburn, there are 
now a much larger number of looms 
working on Burnley, Nelson Colne, 
Preston and other centers as compar- 
ed with last year end. 

One of the features of the market 
has been the more encouraging news 
received from China. Cables state that 
the political situation, particularly in 
the up-country districts, is now more 
settled and the dealers in the smaller 
distributing centers have more conf}- 
dence in buying from the ports. The 
cledrances at the auction sales have 
been on a satisfactory scale and the 
time is approaching when a fair buy- 
ing movement for China generally can 
be expected. 

This is the time of year, of course, 
when it is usual for shippers with con- 
nections in Shanghai to operate on a 
freer scale. There have been indica- 
tions of the dealers in India being 
in greater need of larger supplies of 
fabrics. Useful support has _ been 
given by Karachi and Bombay and 
encouraging sales have taken place in 
bleaching cloths, light fabrics, prints 
and fancies. 

There has even been more demand 
for Calcutta, but most of the delivery 
has been for June and July. 

Continental Demand Low. 

A further improvement has taken 
place in the turnover for South Amer- 
ica, but only’ restricted operations 
have occurred for Egypt and _ the 
near east. 

The continental demand has been 
disappointing. In a variety of goods 
a steady trade has been done for the 
colonies. 

American yarn quotations have been 
firmer during the past few days than 
for some time back. Here and there, 
however, spinners can be found who 
are prepared to accept low rates. It 
is estimated that the actual turnover 
during the past four weeks has been 
much larger than the output. Stocks, 
therefore, are being reduced. Steady 
buying has taken place in Egyptian 
qualities. Spinners are consolidating 
their position and firmer rates have 
to be paid.
